A Detective Sergeant said that on the night 
of the occurrence when he searched Parnell 
he found on him six coptes of a poster.

POSSESSION OF ILLEGAL

Remembrance 


Yesterday was the twenty-second anni- 
versary of Armistice Day. At eleven 
o’clock hundreds of thousands of men in 
all parts of the world paused in their 
daily labours to reflect for a moment on 
that grey morning which seems so long 
ago. Even the youngest of them are now 
in middle age. A new generation of men 
has grown up behind them. What were 
their thoughts yesterday at the eleventh 
hour as they looked back across the grave 
of the years and remembered the “‘ cease 
fire” in the war which they had fought to 
end all wars? Perhaps, they thought of 
their brothers and comrades who died, 
sacrificing youth and the brigttness of 
life for love of an ideal; perhaps, they 
thought of the babel and the ignominious 
squabbling at Versailles, when men who 
knew what it was to lie soft between the 
sheets at home, but not the gory beds in 
the water-logged fields of Flanders, came 
to fight with words for spoils; perhaps, 
they thought of their sons, who even now 
are going to their deaths, still bright-eyed 
with pride; for the sake of still more high- 
sounding ideals. Whatever they thought, 
there must have been great bitterness 
and little hope in their hearts: A million 
men have died in vain; and for the same 
éauses, dressed up in different phrases, a 
million more may die before this new war 
is over. Such is the vanity of human 
wishes. Few countries in the world even 
commemorate any longer the Armistice of 
1918; and Ireland, we are glad to say, 
is among the few. The slaughter of those 
four years in France and Belgium may 
not, after all, have achieved anything ; 
but it is right and good to do honour to 
the honourable dead. Many years have 
passed since the idea of an Irish National 
War Memorial Park first was considered, 
but another chapter of combat had begun 
before the work was completed or the 
gardens opened to the public. Yesterday, 
therefore, in the middle of another 
European war, the men and women, 
relatives, friends and comrades of Ire- 
land’s fifty thousand fallen, stood for 
the first time in the new Gardens of 
Remembrance to observe the two minutes’ 
silence. They were among a handful of 
people in the world’ who still maintained 
thé tradition. Certainly not in any of the

The un- 
expected success of Greek resistance against 
the Italians must have heartened the Turks 
in their. resolve to maintain their national 
integrity. It is suggested now that 
Comrade Molotoft has been invited to 
Berlin in order that he may be persuaded 
to bring pressure to bear on the Turks to 
allow German troops free passage through 
their territory, or, at least, to remain 
neutral in the event of an invasion of 
Bulgaria. Whether or not the Russians

fiercest for some time, and during 
one period enemy machines were arriving 
at the rate of one a minute; but reports 
from various parts of the metropolis show 
that the damage was mainly, if not 
entirely, sustained by pecoien objec- 
tives. In the earlier part of the raid 
incendiary bombs were dropped and several 
fires started, but. with the exception of 
one instance, all were as brought 
under control, and the solitary exception 
was afterwards subdued. One bomb fell 
in front of a children’s hospital, but the 
matron, doctors and entiro staff carried 
on and attended to the injured people 
until they could be removed to the first-aid 
stations in the neighbourhood. Since the 
raids started many London hospitals have 
suffered serious injury, und during the 
more recent attacks several civil defence 
centres have been damaged, with loss of 
life among the members of the various 
services. Last week members of the 
Auxiliary Fire Service were killed, and 
last night stretcher-bearers lost their lives 
when their dépót was bombed. The civil 
defence services have worked magnificently, 
and, however heavy the raids have been, 
they have remained at their posts and per- 
formed their duties with a courage and 
devotion beyond praise. 


Remembrance Day 


Although there were no public ceremonies 
such as have marked Armistice Day in the 
past, to-day has been observed by the public 
as Remembrance Day, and the sale of 
poppies has been so great that it would 
appear that a record sum has been con- 
tributed to the fund for ex-Service men. 
An air-raid warning was in progress when 
the wreaths from the King and Queen were 
placed on the Cenotaph, and many people 
made the journey to Whitehall as usual 
to file past the memorial to the glorious 
dead of the last war. There was no 
observance of the Two Minutes’ Silence; 
but,\ fortunately, eleven o’clock was not 
diated in London by an actual raid or 
by guhfire, and it was noticeable that many 
people remained still and silent as the 
clock struck eleven.

Insurance Plans 


Details of the Government’s insurances 
lans are nearing completion, and it: is 
aid that Sir Kingsley Wood. the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, will be ale 
to make an early announcement on the 
subject. It is not certain whether tho 
insurance of property and the insurance 
of personal possessions will be covered jy 
one measure, or whether there will be two 
bills; but as the former is to be compulsory 
and the latter is intended to he on a 
voluntary basis it is probable that two 
measures will be introduced. <Anothior 
factor which must be considered is that 
the insurance of personal possessions isa 
much simpler plan than the covering of 
property comprising some thirteen million 
houses. Present indications are that the 
rate of premium for houses will be half a. 
crown for each £100 of property insured. 
and the insurance companies whose assis}. 
ance is being given to the Government aro 
working out the figures on that basis as a 
preliminary cstimate. , 


New Aijir-Raid Shelters 


The intimation that the manufacture of 
air-raid shelters, which has been suspended 
for some time, is to be resumed is taken 
as meaning that areas which did not 
obtain sufficient when they were issued 
last year are to have their needs met, and 
possibly districts in which they were not 
issued at all are to be brought within the 
scheme. The new shelters are to besimilar 
to those now in use, with the difference 
that they will not be galvanised, and it is 
expected that the elimination of this 
process will enable the issue to be expedited 
so that the distribution will be started 
within the next few weeks. The smaller 
shelters, consisting of two sheets of curved 
metal, have proved uncomfortably small. 
as I know from the experience of having 
spent several nights in one, and it is pro- 
posed to issue new portions so that they

Forty Years Ago 


Since my paragraphs some days ago 
about Miss Alice Milligan, a correspondent 
has been kind enough to send me some 
copies of the interesting monthly, the 
“ Shan Van Vocht,’’ which Miss Milligan 
was cditing in Belfast forty years ago or 
thereabouts. 

About a fortnight ago it was announced 
that the erudite Dr. Osborn J. Bergin, 
Ph.D., D.Litt., had been appointed by 
President Dr. Douglas Hyde as one of the 
four senior professors in our new School of 
Celtic Studies. As my readers probably 
know, the announcement was made while 
the revived. Gaelic Oireachtas was being 
held in Dublin that same week. 

And here in the June number of the 
“ Shan Van. Vocht ” for 1897 I found a 
report of the very first Oireachtas, or 
Gaelic literary festival, with Dr. Hyde 
very much to the front. And among the 
rize-winners I found the name “'O. 

ergin, Cork,’’ for three short lyrics. 
Miss Milligan herself was a. prize-winner 
for an essay on how to popularise the 
Irish language. 

In an earlier issue the “Shan Van 
Vocht’’ had _ reported that at a 
‘‘ sgoireacht ” erganised by the Gaelic 
League in Cork ‘‘ Messrs. Wayland and 
O. J. Bergin, B.A., contributed airs on 
their violins.”’ 


In the Files 


Looking through some old files of this 
newspeper the other day, I was surprised 
to find that during the w+. of twenty-five 
years ago Dublin was quite a fashionable 
centre of entertainment. Since the out- 
break of the present war there have been 
so few cross-Channel “shows ” that it is 
with amazement one reads of the number 
of important theatrical people who 
managed to get across in 1915. 

The Gaiety, the Royal, the Queen’s and 
the Empire—now the Olympia—were pre- 
senting plays with quite distinguished 
casts. The first performance in Ireland of 
‘*Peg o’ My Heart,” with Sara Allgood 
in the title réle, took place at the Gaiety 
in October. Both Shaun Glenville and 
Jack Hulbert appeared in “ Light Blues,” 
and the Theatre Royal offered «uch widely 
different forms of attraction as the 
spectacle of an airship under wireless 
control and a patriotic speech by Horatio 
Bottomley, then editor of John Bull. 

In the line of Irish plays there was a 

visit from the Ulster Player with 
“Thompson in Tir na nOg” and ‘‘ The 
Drone.’’ Plays by Eimar 0’ Duffy, Tchekoff 
and Padraic O Conaire were presented in 
the Irish Theatre, Hardwicke street, which 
has since disappeared. 
In the world of films, too, 1915 seemed 
to have much to offer. There were numerous 
episodes—with enticing titles—of an inter- 
minable serial called ' The Adventures of 
Elaine”’ ; there were a few Charlie Chaplin 
films, and the silent version of ‘‘ The 
Prisoner of Zenda.’’ Some cinemas, 
incidentally, were showing Pathé Gazette 
newsreels from the war fronts. 

There were also the usual number of 
pantomimes and at least one production 
of ‘‘Charley’s Aunt.”’

The other night 
I was delighted to hear his voice over the 


radio from New York—he was taking part - 


in a little comedy sketch about Henry 
VIII. and Katharine Parr. His voice and 
technique were admirable, and he seems 
to have lost none of his old charm. I 
also heard that, at the present time, he 
is playing a leading réle in the Broadway 
production of a successful play, ‘‘ George 
Washington Slept Here.” 

Mr. Digges was manager for George 
Arliss for a number of years, and Mr. 
Arliss writes very appreciatively of him 
in his autobiography. Later Dudley 
resumed his own acting career and helped 
to found the famous New York Theatre 
Guild, which has now spread throughout 
the United States, and is one of the 
strongest organisations of its kind in the 
world. R

Moscow experienced an earthquake shock to-day.

Moscow experienced an earthquake to-day, 
while a series of minor tremors shook 
Bucharest in the afternoon, following the 
disastrous quake which caused 2,000 casualties 
in Rumania early on Sunday. 

To-day’s tremors in Bucharest caused 
terrific explosions and sent sheets of flame a 
hundred feet from the debris of wrecked 
buildings which crashed during the great 
earthquake. | 

Police and Iron Guard rescue parties, dig- 
ging feverishly among the ruins of the ten- 
storey Carlton block of flats in a well-nigh 


“| hopeless effort to extricate 200 men, women 


and children trapped there, were themselves 
killed by to-day’s tremors. : 
Flames spread through the debris from 
bursting petrol tanks and the rescue workers, 
who managed to scramble to safety, said 
they would seal the doom of the people still 
trapped. The tentative final casualty list is 
laced in the region of 2,000 by officials re- 
fuctant to admit that it could be higher. 
Nevertheless, lists of killed and injured con- 
tinue to pour in from provincial towns as 
telegraphic communications—completely. dis- 
organised by the quake—were re-established. 
A strong earthquake shook Moscow at 4.42 
a.m, (local time) to-day. It was stated to be 
the strongest shock ever recorded in Moscow. 
There were no casualties and no serious 
damage was caused. 


EARTH SPEWS SULPHUR 


The loss of life in the Rumania quakes is 
feared heaviest at Galatz and Foscani. In 
Foscani 70 per cent. of the houses were 
levelled and some 35,000 people rendered 
horieless. Half the villages in the vast 
Prohava oilfield have been destroyed. Near 
Ploesti, sulphur fumes spewed from giant 
cracks which opened .up in the earth and ran 
parallel to the course of two rivers. In the 
Danube oil port of Giurgiu 65 per cent. of 
the houses were razed and many casualties 
are feared. 

According to a Reuter message, the village 
of Panguiu has been completely destroyed. 
There are 23 dead there and 71 seriously 
injured. In Jassy four people have been 
killed and six gravely injured. All the region 
of the oil fields is a spectacle of desolation.

ACTIVE DIPLOMACY 


In a leading article to-day 7'Áe Z'imes says. 
The feverish activity recently shown by Axis 
diplomacy reveals a not unnatural desire to 
consolidate existing gains while there is yet 
time and to .ay the foundations of a new 
Europe, built ou the Nazi pattern, while the 
Nazi hegemony still holds. Hitherto this 
activity has, on the whole, been singularly 
unfruitful: Senor Suner’s visit to Berlin and 
Rome were followed by his appointment as 
Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs, but not 
by any word or deed flattering to the hopes 
of his recent hosts. The conversation be- 
tween Hitler and Marsha! Petain, and the 
mysterious journeyings undertaken by Laval 
between Vichy and Paris have excited 
Mussolini’s easily aroused suspicions, but 
have not for the moment produced any other 
visible result. Co-operation between Germany, 
France and Italy in the interests of a new 
Europeap order has probably been found to 
present problems of unforeseen complexity. 
The sullen attitude of the Nazi and Fascist 
Press towards President Roosevelt’s re- 
election betrays the disappointment of their 
expectations of profiting from a lengthy 
period of confusion and delay in American 
policy. Meanwhile the Italian campaign 
against. Greece, whatever its original design, 
has done nothing to enhance the prospects of 
an Axis victory or to rouse the Italian people 
from the apathy which has from the outset 
been their instinctive reaction to the war. 
In securing the visit to Berlin of the Soviet 
Prime Minister and Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, and in staging a characteristically 
spectacular welcome Hitler has made another 
bold attempt to counteract the growing 
stagnation of Nazi policy.

FORMER PRESIDENT OF 
BLACKROCK COLLEGE

THE Very -Reverend . Dr. John 
. Charles McQuaid, C.S:Sp., 
M.A., D.D., a former President of 
Blackrock College, Dublin, has been 
appointed Archbishop of Dublin and 
Primate of Ireland, in successjon to 
the late Most Rev. Dr. Edward J. 
Byrne, who died on February 9th 


last. | 
The Archbishop-elect is a brilliant.scholar, 


“a leading educationalist, and a man who has 


taken a considerable interest in social work 
for the r—particularly r children. He 
is a brilliant speaker and lecturer. | Apart 
from his educational work, he is deeply in- 
terested in archeology, art and music. The 
Very Rev. Dr. McQuaid will be one of the 
youngest Archbishops in the world—he is only 
45 years of age—and the second youngest 
member of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy in 
Ireland (the Most Rev, Dr. Michael Browne, 
Bishop of Galway, is 43). 

News of the appointment was received by 
the Archbishop-elect at Blackrock Castle, a 
department of Blackrotk College, of which he 
has been in charge since his retirement from 
the Presidency of the College fifteen months 


ago, shortly before 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. It was not until nearly an hour later 
that he told his brother-priests in the College 
of his succession to the Archbishopric. Not 
long afterwards he left to pay his formal 
calls on the Papal: Nuncio (the Most Rev. 
Dr. Paschal Robinson, O.F.M.), and the 
Vicar-Capitular of the Archdiocese (the Most 
Rev. Dr. Francis J. Wall, Bishop of Thasos).

NO DATE FOR 
CONSE CRATION 


No date has yet been fixed for the conse- 
cration of the new Archbishop; this cannot 
take place until the Papal Letters have been 
received from the Vatican. 

The appointment of a member of the 
regular clergy to the Archbishopric is some- 
what .unusual, and a member of a Religious 
Order has not been Archbishop of Dublin 
since the appointment of a Dominican, the 
Most. Rev. Dr. John T. Troy, who was trans- 
lated from the Diocese of Ossory in 1786. 
The. new Archbishop of Dublin is the son 
of the late Dr. Eugene Ward McQuaid, of 
Cootehill, Co. Cavan, and he received his 
early education in his native county—at St. 
Patrick’s College, Cavan. When fifteen years 
of age he went to Blackrock College as a 
student, and secured a first class exhibition 
in Classics and first place in Ireland in Latin. 
Continuing his education at Clongowes Wood 
College, he was awarded the gold medal for 
English in 1913, and first place for religious 
knowledge in 1912 and 1913; he was also a 
prizeman in the College Debating Society. 


DISTINGUISHED SCHOLAR 


Leaving Clongowes in 1913, 'the Very Rev. 
Dr. McQuaid entered the novitiate of the 
Congregation of the Holy Ghost, and became 
rofessed in that Order. At the National 
niversity his earlier promise as a scholar 


course he won the Delaney Prize and took 
first class honours and scholarships each year, 
culminating in first class honours in the 
Master of Arts degree for a thesis on the life 
and philosophy of Seneca. While on the 
teaching staff of Blackrock College he added 
a Higher Diploma in Education (with 
honours) to his distinctions. During higher 
studies in philosophy and theology in Rome 
he took his Doctorate of Theology. For some 
time he had been studying oriental languages 


in Dublin and Rome, and it was from this latter 


city that he was recalled in 1925—before he had 
taken his Licentiate in Scripture—to become 
Dean of Studies at Blackrock, in succession 
to the Very Rev. Dr. E. Leen, who had been 
appointed to the College Presidency. | 

A year earlier the new Archbishop had been 
ordained to the priesthood in St. Mary’s 
College, Dublin, by the late Most Rev. Dr. 
Wilson, C.8.8p., Bishop of Acmonia.

While Dean of Studies, the Very Rev. Dr. 
McQuaid was appointed, in 1929, as special

He asked every housewife 
to begin to-morrow by omitting the spoonful 
“for the pot” when making the household 
breakfast. If everybody would help in making 
supplies go further, they might avoid future 
scarcity and prevent what many Trish people 
would regard as the crowning hardship of 
the war. 


SAVE PETROL 


Petrol supplies are rationed, and it may, 
therefore, appear unnecessary to urge 
economy in its use, but such is not th case. 
We have tried to keep the petrol ration 
allowed to each class of consumer as large 
as possible, so that there would be thie 
inimmum of interference with trade an:l 
employment, but it has not been easy, and 
will be increasingly difficult in the future. 
There is every reason why we should avoid 
a reduction of the present rations if possible, 
but it will help considerably to achieve this 
end if car-owners will endeavour to restrict 
their consumption of petrol even below the 
permitted ration. The fact that a particular 
quantity of petrol is allowed to an individual! 
owner is no reason why he should consume 
that quantity if he can avoid doing so. Our 
purpose. is to ensure that the unnecessary 
use of petrol will be avoided so that full 
supplies will be available for essential pur- 
poses, and for this we require the fullest co- 
operation of the car-owning public. 


PREVENT WASTE 


Fortunately in Ireland, a food-producing 
country, there was no reason to fear a 
shortage of food, but goods — from 
overseas to which the people have become 
accustomed are going to bea difficulty for 
some time to come. His advice to house- 
holders applied with special force to large 
institutions. Waste must above all be pre- 
vented. There were difficult days ahead. 
They could not hope to pass this period of 
travail with no greater discomforts than they 
, but with-God’s help -and 
their own they might be able to minimise 
them. , 

“- I cannot promise,” concluded Mr. Lemass, 
“ and you need not expect, that our immunit 
from scarcity,* or even from hardship, will 
continue; but if you will help in the manner 
I have suggested. we may be able to manage 
until peace comes again to Europe.”’

HE claim that the Italians were 
retreating in disorder on all 
sectors of the battle front was made 
over the Greek wireless to-day. The 
announcer stated :—‘‘ In fifteen days 
of war the Italians, despite the 
superiority of their forces, have lost 
the battle in all sectors, and are re- 
treating in disorder towards 
Albania.”’ 

A state bordering on panic is re- 
ported to have seized the Italian 
troops in the coastal sector of the 
Epirus, who have been forced to fall 
back hurriedly, following the failure 
of the Alpine divisions’ attempt to 
cut the Greek armies in two, says a 
Press Association War Special from 
Athens. 


According to reports reaching Athens last 
night, their retreat is being severely 
hampered by the weather, and the Italians 
are in grave danger of being bogged in the 
marshes of the Kalamas River valley. This 
setback may have placed the whole Italian 
campaign in jeopardy. It 1s estimated that 
Italian losses in dead wounded and prisoners 
account for about two-thirds of the entire 
Alpine Division, which nam about 12,000 
men and their supporting troops.

Latest reports 
indicated that the Italians were consolidating 
their positions in the Kalamas river region 
after numerous attempts to advance down the

NAPLES BOMBED AGAIN 
Br Associatzep Press. 
CAIRO, Monday. 


British bombers were over Naples again 
yesterday, for the third time within ten days, 
said to-day’s R.A.F, communiqué here. In 
announcing this and several other raids, the 
Middle-East headquarters pointed out that by 
attacking harbours and ports used by Italy 
for her invasion of Greece, the RAF , were 
giving “‘ very effective’’ support. 

One pilot returning from a raid on Naples, 
in which no British planes were lost, said 
that a great pall of smoke spread over the 
famous bay, and the R.A.F, bombed military 
objectives time after time. 

A railway junction, a station, and an oil 
refinery were hit. The fires were believed to 
have caused much damage, 


R.A.F. RAIDS 

Supply bases for Italian troops attacking 
Greece were bombed by R.A.F. aircraft on 
Sunday, states the British Air Ministry News 
Service last night. Docks and jetties at 
Sarande were attacked and severely damaged. 
One bomb exploded very close to a freight 
ship of about seven thousand tons. Konispol 
was also raided, the main jetty being 
demolished and road junction badly amaged, 
From these operations all the aircraft 
returned. 

At the same time reconnaissance flights 
were made over territory as far north as, and 
including, Valona. 

Raids have been made on Assab, 
Teclezan and Agordat. 

Italian fighters flew over Malta twice on 
Sunday, and attempted a machine-gun attack 
on the aerodrome without doing any material 
damage.

BRITISH CLAIM 25 
‘PLANES DOWN 


a 
“THIRTEEN Italian and twelve 


German ‘planes were shot dowa’ 
by the Royal Air Force yesterday 
against a British loss of two 
machines, according to a Press Asso- 
ciation message, which states that 
for the first time an Italian bomber 
squadron, protected by fighters, 
tried to raid Britain, without 
succeeding in dropping a missile on 
British soil. Some Italians were 


taken prisoner. 

The Germans sent 150 ’planes in three waves 
over the Kent coast to attack London, and 
fierce battles raged overhead. Heavy A.A. 
fire aided the R.A.F. in the Thames estuary 
area, where the biggest battles took place. 

Eight Italian “planes were-shot down when 
they tried to attack shipping off the Thames 
estuary. They were the first Italian machmes 
to be shot down by the R.A.F. around Britain, 
Five bombers and three fighters crashed from 
the fire of one British squadron of Hurricanes, 
which emerged without loss. 

Bombs fell in a few London districts, and 
five persons were feared to have been killed 
when three houses in one area were demolished. 
Nearby three homes and a shop were badly 
damaged, but there were only two casualties, 
neither of them fatal. ' 

In another district 'bus passengers saved 
themselves by falling flat on the floor when a 
bomb hit a public-honse. In a third area two 
shelters were wrecked. 


LONDON CASUALTIES 


Three bombs fell in one London area during 
the fifth alarm, and a number of casualties— 
seven from one building—were taken to hos- 

ital. One bomb struck a printing works. 

wo hours after rescue parties and firemen 
had started work three persons had been 
found—two dead and one injured—but a num- 
ber of people were still unaccounted for. 

The following Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqués were issued Jast 
night :—‘‘In the course of this morning 
several formations of German aircraft crossed 
the S.E. coast and attempted to reach the 
London area. Each was intercepted by our 
fighters and broken up, and very few aircraft 
succeeded in reaching London. Other German 
aireraft which attempted to attack a convoy 
off the north coast of Kent were stoutly 
engaged by our fighters and driven off. In 
these engagements ten German aircra't were 
destroyed and two of our aircraft were lost. 

““ Bombs were dropped at, several j}.laces in 
S.E. England, and at a few points in the 
London area. Damage was done to houses 
and a few casualties are reported. This after- 
noon German aircraft attacked towns on the 
S.E. coast. ' 


ITALIANS ROUTED 


“ While the Germans were making these 
attacks on the coast a strong formation of 
Italian bombers, escorted by fighters, 
attempted to attack shipping off the Thames 
Estuary. . They were promptly engaged by a 
equadron of R.A.F. fighters. This single 
squadron utterly routed the Italians and shot 
down five bombers and three fighters without 
loss to themselves. Most of the Italian ‘planes 
were shot down in the sea.” 

“The total Italian Forces consisted of 15 to 
20 bombers with an escort of about 60 
fighters."’ 


NIGHT ATTACKS 


Last night’s ‘‘alert’’ in the London area 
was one of the earliest sounded. During the 
early hours of the raid German ’planes seemed 
to confine their activities to the distant out- 
skirts of London. There was constant heavy 
gunfire in the outer areas. 

A Press Association reporter writes :— 
Low cloud and heavy gunfire on the out- 
skirts kept the raiders at bay and gave the 
capital, as a whole, a fairly quiet time—at 
least, during the first few hours’ attack. 
Few ‘planes crossed London, and, when they 
did, the crash of gunfire and muttering 
rumble of shells explode high above was 
deadened and came only faintly to the ears.

Targets attacked ranged 
from the Baltic to the Bay of Biscay. They 
included oil plants at Gelsenkirchen, Ruhland 
and Bremen; factories at Essen (Krupps), 
Mannheim, Amsterdam (Fokker), and Dres- 
den; docks and shipping at Keil and Duis- 
burg and at the sea ports of L’Orient, Cher- 
bourg, Le Havre, Dunkirk and Flushing; 
railway junctions at Danzig, Desau, Munster, 
Mannheim and Dresden, and also fourteen 
aerodromes in Germany and enemy occupied 
territory. 


FIVE ’PLANES MISSING 


“During daylight operations yesterday 
shipping was attacked in the harbours at 
Boulogne and Calais. Five of our aircraft 
are missing. ' 

A Press Asaociation message states that, 
the pilot oí one aircraft, detailed íor the 1,500 
miles flight to Danzig and back ran into 
violent thunder and rain storms over Ger- 
many, with unbroken cloud rising to more 
than 18,000 feet. He came gradually down 
to within 600 feet of the ground and, finding 
visibility still mil, flew blind through the 
storm clouds for over an hour, guided only 
by his instruments. Another bomber, be- 
coming coated with ice while flying at 14,000 
feet, plunged 11,000 feet before the pilot was 
able to regain control and continue his 
flight.

PEOPLE. under the iron heels of 
the dictators will rebel, said 
President Roosevelt, in an Armistice 
Day speech at the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier in Arlington 
Cemetery. He expressed faith that 
democracy, in spite of all, woul 
survive. 

‘Tl for one,” the President said, ‘do not 
believe that the world will revert to a modern 
form of ancient slavery, or to controls vested 
}in modern feudalism, or modern emperors, or 
modern dictators, or modern oligarchs. In 
these days the very people under their iron 
heels will themselves rebel.’’ 

In what was his first public speech since 
his re-election President Roosevelt denounced 
unpatriotic efforts, which, he said, had been 
made by some Americans since the Great 
War “to make us believe that the sacrifices 
made by our own nation were wholly in

In 1914, he said, a definite effort was made 
“in a part of the world ” to destroy demo- 
cracy. “ That effort was designed to substi- 
tute a doctrine that might makes right. The 
attempt failed twenty-two years ago to-day.” 


GREAT WAR’S EFFECT 

A hundred years from now, President 
Roosevelt added, historians would say rightly 
that the Great War preserved “the new 
order of the ages ” for at least a whole gene- 
ration. would say that “if the Axis 
of 1918 been successful in a military 
victory over the associated nations, resistance 
on behalf of democracy in 1940 would have 
been wholly impossible. America is, there- 
fore proud of its share in maintaining the 
era of democracy in that war in which we 
took part. America is proud of you who 
served, and ever will be proud.’’ 

‘“‘To-day,’’ President Roosevelt said, ' we 
recognise certain facts of 1940 which did not 
exist in 1918—a need for the elimination of 
aggressive armaments, a need for the breaking 
down of barriers in a more closely-knitted 
world, a need for restoring honour in the 
written and spoken word. e recognise that 
the processes of the democracies must be 
greatly improved in order that we, may 
attain those purposes.”’

DUHALLOW HOUNDS

Tha opening meet was held at Buttevant on 
Wedtiesday last, and, with close on seventy 
niounted, the popularity of the Duhallows was much 
) evidence. Among those out were many visitors. 
This year Mr. A -C. “Fane is M.F.H., and when 
he is not here Mr. R. G. Annesley will act as 
honorary huntsman. Hounds will hunt two days a 
week, with a by-day as long as hounds, which have 
heen reduced in number, are fit and well. It was 
‘et and wild when hounds moved off to the first 
draw at. Boherascrub, which did not hold. At 
(iroTne there was a brace, and the hunted one was 
viewed away almost st once at the Kilmacleneine 
end, but between a rather impetuous field and 
numerous motor cars Reynard turned back after 
twa fields, 

Going away again at the other end, pointing 
towards Ballycushion, hounds got away on good 
terms with their fox, and it seemed as though 
we would have to travel fast to keep. with them; 
but our pilot was turned by a dog. and after a 
mile, in spite of Mr. Annesley’s.wonderfnl casting, 
hounds could not carry the line. Finding again at 
Duloherys hounds chopped their fox. 

Hounds were put inte the gorse at Ballygiblin 
and opened immediately, and this fox, unusual for 
Ballygiblin foxes, took to the-open at. once, and 
went on past the house and out over “ Gibraltar” 
towards Subulter. but at the road turned back, 
went across tho park, and out close to the lodge. 
On a nice line by Cecilstown it looked as though 
we were going to Ballyctough Park, but at Scart 
the Tine was left-hand and to ground in a. fence. 
As*all were rather wet. it was decided to call it 
a day. though not a very good day. 

Sn Saturday a small field had a good day from 
the meet at Ballyhillogue Cross. In places ficlds 
were covered with water, so it was not until hounds 
got to the higher portion of the covert at Bally- 
hillogue that they found. Hounds pnshed_ therr 
io, inte the open, and going over the hill of 
Knockantota ran at a good pace into Rockinil. 
Hounds soon had him out again, and, going away 
at the top end, we ran on over Lyredane and right- 
hand back to Ballyhillogue. Leaving the covert 
on the left. we went back over Lyredane, and left- 
hand inte Rockhill and to ground, from which the 
fox was quickly evicted and killed.

The Supreme Court dismissed with costs an 
appeal which was brought on behalf of 

Christopher Fitzgerald, Meath Market, South 


Earl street, from an order of Circuit. Judge. 


Davitt, dismissing his a plication for compen- 
sation under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act for injuries which he stated arose out of 
and in the course of his emplo 
McFerran and Guilford, Ltd., 
Dublin. 

It appeared that Mr. Fitzgerald was walk- 
ing through a passage way of loose built-up 
bricks in the premises of Messrs. McFerran 
and Guilford on October 27, 1938, when the 
bricks fell on him. He had been paid com- 
pensation from then until June 14, 1940, when 
payment was stopped. The Circuit ‘Judge 
found that there had been an accident arising 
out i and “ gy course of the “geoin 
employment, but, he was not, prepared to 
that the workman had TRS DLAC' the opus 
which was upon him to show that his present 
condition was the result of the accident. 

The grounds of the appeal were that there 
had been no evidence on which the Circuit 
Judge could find that the workman’s condition 
was not an injury caused by an accident cosa 
ing out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment, and that the Circuit Judge had a 
wrong in law in not holding on the evidence 
that the man’s condition was not such an

i Charles 8. Campbell, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Joshua Baker (instructed by Mr. Bernard 
Bernstein), appeared for Mr. Fitzgerald, sub- 
mitted that the Circuit Judge had been 
misled by -the shape that the evidence had 
taken, and had not brought to his mind the 
proper test whether he man’s present. condi- 
tion was in any attributable to the 
original accident. If t e man’s condition was 
in any way connected with the original acci- 
dent that would be sufficient to entitle him 
to succeed. 

The Chief Justice said that he was satisfied 
that the Circuit Judge had correctly directed 
himself on the questions that he had to decide. 
In his opinion, the mind of the Circuit Judge 
had been directed all,through the proceedings 
not aione on the question whether the acci- 
dent was the sole cause of the incapacity, but 
also on the question whether it could be 
regarded as a contributing cause of. the in- 
capacity. He was, therefore, of opinion that 
that Court could not interfere with the finding 
of the Circuit Judge.
